RULES AND REGULATIONS
1 APPLICATION OF TARIFF- The charges and provision named herein apply to

connection with the transportation of passengers and their baggage in buses

chartered for the exclusive use of parties between points within the Washington

Metropolitan Area Transit District.
2 TOLL, PARKING AND OTHER CHARGES -The charges named herein do not include

bridge, tunnel, ferry fees, parking charges , admission fees, or any fee charged for

the provision of an interpreter. Such additional charges must be paid by the

party chartering the vehicle.

3 HAND BAGGAGE AND OTHER PROPERTY AND EQUIPMENT - Hand baggage and

other property and equipment will be accepted for transportation only to the

capacity of the vehicle. Baggage will not be checked. This includes personal

baggage, musical instruments, athletic equipment and other paraphernalia

necessary for the purpose of the chartered trip. Carrier assumes no

responsibility or liability for such personal baggage and /or property transported
by it.

4 SIGHTSEEINGSERVICE - The term "Sightseeing Service" is defined as a bus service

in which a lecture or guide is used to lecture to passengers on board the bus and

to point out information to passengers as to sights being seen by them.
